The statistics it given 


show I hut the general health of the borough 
has been wonderfully improved over preced- 
ing ycurs. 
Especially is this so in regard to 


the restriction of contagious and communica- 
ble diseases. That dread scourge, diphthor-* 
ia, cl'iimed 
only one victim, while from 


typhoid fever there was not a single death, 
neither was there a death from scarlet fever. 


TMS favorable showing of only one death 


from the whole list of contagious and com- 
mumcablo diseases, in view of the former 
condition of affairs, is extremely gratifying. 
Taken in connection with the low death rate 
it placuii Bristol in the front rank of healthy 
towns in the State, and the stigma that in 
former years in former years was attached 
to it in now entirely unfounded. 
Bristol is 


a salubrious town. 


How much of this marked improvement 


is due lo tho establishment of the Board of 
Health and its watchful care in having all 
nuiaani'os speedily abated, and all places of 
contagious diseases promptly quarantined, 
cannot perhaps be definitely estimated ex- 
cept by the facts as they are f resented in 
the annual reports of the Board to the Bur- 
gess and Council. 


The work of the Hoard aided by the will- 


ing assistance of tho physicians of the 
borough, has been of

The Republican primaries were held on 


Monday evening in the usual places, and 
nominations made to fill the' ward and bor- 
ough offices becoming vacant this spring. 
The First and Fourth ward nominations were 
made by acclamation, there being only the 
one candidate in the field for each of the of- 
noes. 
Theie was alarge delegation present

Health is hereby respectfully submitted. 


The collection of vital statistics for the 


years'siuce the Board of Health has been in 
operation is already forming a valuable rec- 
ord showing the, causes of death and the rate 
of mortality for each year, and by compari- 
son of the data obtained with that of foraer 
years the relative degree of health in each 
year is shown. 


During (he year 1897 there were fuwer 


deaths in the borough than in any preceding 
year since the formalion of the Board of 
Health. 
The total number of deaths, ex- 


cluding 4 stillborn, was 103, making the 
death rate for the year, (estimating the pop- 
ulation at 7,000), at 14.5-7. 


The causes of death during the year 


were as follows: 
Asthma 1, apoplexy 3, 


bronchitis 2, consumption 10, catarrhal 
pneumonia 1, congestion of lungs 3, conges- 
tion of kidneys 1, convulsions 9, cancer 1,

10, peritonitis 3, paralysis 4, pyaemia 1, pa- 
resis 1, nervous prostration 1, unknown nat- 
ural causes 2, senile debility 6, stillborn 4, 
obstruction of bowels 1, sclerosis of liver 1 
meningitis 2, tetanus 2.

The amount appropriated by Council for 


the use of the board was inadequate, and its 
usefulness correspondingly crippled, there 
now being no funds available at the com- 
mand of the board to pay existing obligations 
or prosecute any further work for the re- 
mainder of the fiscal year.

Special excursion cars of the 
double deck or two story pattern are 
provided, fitted with smoking rooms and 
luicommoclatioiiH similar to a parlor car 
on long distance trains. There will be 
special freight cars and trains. Tho mo- 
tor attached to each car will bo small, 
of merely 25 horsepower, but it will be 
sufficient, and the cars will run at very 
short intervals. They will be operated 
cm tho trolley plan and will make an 
average speed of 85 miles an hour. 


Iho possibilities open to a road like 


this are hardly to bo estimated. It will 
connect directly with large business 
centers sparsely Bottled districts that 
will wake as from a Eip Van Winkle 
Bleep. It will scatter population from 
the largest cities and populate suburban 
country districts. Tho small expense at 
which snob a liuo can bo operated will 
enable it to charge low ratoa. That of 
itself will bo a boon. For summer tour- 
ists there could not bo invented a pleas- 
cuter mode of travel than this, doing 
away as it does with steam, smoke and 
cinders and much dust. The only won- 
der is that nobody thought of such a 
long distance street car lino before. 


It is satisfactory to know that our 


trade relations with Canada are on the 
whole satisfactory, in spite of tho at- 
tempt of editors on both sides of the 
line to stir up hard fooling, heaven 
knows why. Canada had last year a 
much heavier trade with us than with 
Great Britain. It is well to bear in 
mind in connection with this that Can- 
Eda has given to the United States bet- 
ter reciprocal trade arrangements than 
she has to Great Britain itself. Duties 
on British goods imported into Canada 
are 4 per cent higher than on American 
goods entering the Dominion. 


Spain still whines that filibustering 


expeditions continue to leave United 
Slates ports for Cuba. Well, why do 
not Spanish cruisers stop them from 
landing in Cuba then? With a hall de- 
cent navy and half decent vigilance 
Spain would keep the Cuban coast so 
guarded that no little schooner could 
run in and unload. Tho United States 
hns the whole coast from the bay of 
Ftuidy down to the Mexican border to 
guard. Spain has only the line drawn 
around the shores of an island not as 
large as an average state of the Union. 
What is Spain herself about? 


It is of first importance that the 


Alaskan Indians should in all ways be 
conciliated and treated, fairly by miners 
aud others in their conn try. If their 
good will is gained, they will be of 
great help to white people developing 
the country. The Indians themselves do 
Dot care for tho gold, or they would 
have had much of it long ago, but if 
they should become irritated against us 
by being cheated or ill treated by those 
who do want the gold it is in their 
power to mako things extremely un- 
pleasant for as.

Klectrlclty From Sun Kays. 


According to tho latest story, Nikola 


Tesla, who is always on the brink of do- 
ing some wonderful thing, has consider- 
ed Edison's idoa of getting electricity 
direct from coal and gone one better. 
Tosla, so tho story goes, has found a 
way to utilize directly the light and 
heat of the sun for producing steam and 
thence electricity and power. 


He proposes to erect on Long Island a 


plant for this purpose. ID the center of 
agltu-s roofed room a huge cylinder will 
bo fixed. A system of mirrors surround- 
ing the cylinder will refract upon it the 
sun rays in sufficient intensity to heat 
a quantity of water within the cylinder, 
which is hollow. Tho water is chemical- 
ly treated, so that it will boil and make 
steam very quickly. The steam will run 
a dynamo, which will send a curront of 
oloctiicity anywhere and everywhere it 
is wnatod at a cost BO trifling that fuel 
and light bills will henceforth bo a mere 
bagatelle. At least that is what ouo in- 
fers from a Tesla interview in tho New 
York World. 


Tohla is reported as saying that it 


would not bo surprising if ia a very few 
years all the largo cities v.'pro to be heat- 
ed and lighted by electricity obtained 
from the sun, 'vhile machinery every- 
where) would be driven in the same way. 
Sufficient electricity is to be stored in 
power houses to last during hours when 
the sun does not shine. If there is any- 
thing in this invention, it will be able 
to change Alaska and the whole Klon- 
dike region into a tropical garden and 
melt down in less than no time the 
frozen earth that now holds the gold 
there fast in its clutches. 


Tho last of tho United States govern- 


ment 6 per cents mature in January, 
1899, and some fall duo in 1898. 
After 


that there will bo no more government 
bondn bearing a rate of interest so high 
as C per cent. These issued during the 
past four years only bring at the rate of 
3 per cent, taking into consideration the 
cost price.

Every citizen of the commonwealth 


of Pennsylvania is naturally interested 
in the details concerning the erection 
of the new state capitol building, and 
at the risk of repeating some things 
that might have been known before, I 
propose to give some of the latest news 
concerning the proposed new edifice. 
To begin with, the architect has finished 
all of the plann and is now waiting for 
the award of the contract, which will be 
made in a very short time. 


Architect Cobb is very proud of this 


achievement. 
He has designed many 


buildings, public and private, but he ia 
•to confident that the Pennsylvania cap- 
itol will be his greatest work that he 
ia willing to risk his reputation on it. 


"Pennsylvania is going to have the 


handsoment state building in the coun- 
try," he declared to The Inquirer cor- 
respondent today. "The design is my 
masterpiece, ajid I am proud of it. My 
plans will cost the state 50 per cent less 
jn runnlpg expenses and 25 per cent less 
in cost of construction than those of 
any of the other architects who origi- 
nally competed with me. The building 
will have plenty of light, and I feel cer- 
tain that the people of Pennsylvania 
will be delighted with it when it is fin- 
ished." 


Some radical departures have been 


made in the plans from the stereotyped 
Ideas concerning state capitols, but Mr. 
Cobb declares that they are all In the 
nature of Improvements. At the last 
moment a change in the arrangements 
of the rooms was made, and the in- 
coming legislature will see the senate 
chamber and the house of representa- 
tives in the same relative positions they 
have occupied for nearly a century. The 
commission agreed to this remodeling 
of the original plans because it was 
found that the sentiment was against 
any 
change of position of the two 


chambers. 


The capitol will face the west. The 


senate chamber will be located on the 
north side of the rotunda, and the house 
of representatives on the south side. 
Adjoining the senate and house wings 
will be two large buildings devoted to 
department work. The entrance to the 
capitol will be through the center build- 
ing. The west 'front will be five stories 
high, with fhe senate and house each 
two stories high. !3&.ck of the rotunda 
will be situated the committee rooms, 
arranged in a building seven storiea 
!n height. The wings on the extreme 
north and south, in which the depart- 
ment work wiH be done, will each be 
five stories high. 


Tlie m,ain Hoar of the central portion 


of'the building will be the second. Vis- 
ftorg'w}]! enter from the basenmnt floor, 
.and public playa-tors will convey them 
to any at the floors pn the west front. 
In the rear of the rotunda, on this Floor, 
private elevators will be built for the 
exclusive u»e of members and employes 
pf the legislature, gxits jo these ele- 
vators are to be constructed so that 
a member can go fi ->m either chamber 


j to his committee room without being 


I seen by any visitor If he su desires. 
! 
In the center of the building will bp 


a large rotunda. On the second llrmr 
from the rotunda one will enter on the 
western side the rooms of the lieuton- 
ant governor and a ladies' reception 


i room. Card rooms separate tha two 


j legislative chambers f i n m the rotunda. 


In the rear is an entrance to the com- 
mittee rooms building. 
A memorial 


stairway will lead Irom the rotunda up 
to the fifth lloor of the front and to a 
40 foot gallery extending all around the 
Interior. From this will be the entrance 
to the cress rooms and to the public 
galleries of the two chambers. In each 
of these public galleries there are 400 
feet of bench room. The senate llbnu'v 
will also be entered from this g-allerr. 
and on the house side a large caucus 
room has been arranged, into which the 
house librarv can at 
any time be 


thrown. 


While the legislative wings are only 


two stories, the second storv is very 
high. The most radical departure has 
been made in placing all the windows 
of these two chambers on the outside. 
In no other state house in the country 
is this plan followed. Its advantages 
are light and ventilation. Everything 
has been planned to make this a model 
building. 


CHLORAL. 


the TTse and Abone of Thin Most Danger- 


OUB Hypnotic I>rug. 


Chloral is tho most popular hypnotic, 


but is the one which mosb frequently gives 
riso to habit. Clergymen seem to be par- 
ticularly addicted to tho formation of this 
habit. 
When I opened tho discussion on 


hypnotics at tha British Medical associa- 
tion, I was taken to task for saying that 
chloral was a dangerous drug, yet it wus 
admitted that it was the custom to give 
digitalis with the chloral. Digitalis is not 
an antidote to the paralyzing effect of 
chloral when administered with-it, for tho 
action of digitalis is altogether too slow. 
Cases were quoted in which patients had 
taken large doses of chloral and had sur- 
vived, but these exceptions prove nothing 
and are no more an argument for the safe- 
ty of chloral than the fact that persons 
have fallen from great heights and have 
escaped injury is an argument for jump- 
ing off high buildings. Chloral is not a 
safe drug. Sooner or later chloral will be 
used in a oaso of fatty degeneration of tho 
heart, and tlie patient may be killed with 
perhaps a dose of only ton grains. It is 
not a safe drug certainly in the hands of 
such practitioners as would administer 
digitalis at the same time. Of tho substi- 
tutes for chloral butyl chloral has been 
abandoned. 


Professor Eichet claims that chloralose 


is a sedative so tar as the brain is con- 
cerned, and a stimulant so far as tho 
spinal cord is concerned. This is true of 
dogs, bat in a fatal case seen in practice 
the paralysis came from the heart, and 
there were no symptoms that could be at- 
tributed to overexoitability of the spinal 
cord. There is a safe derivative of chloral, 
however—chloralamide. Tho introduction 
of the aniido radical neutralizes to a con- 
siderable extent the depressing action on 
tho heart. It is fairly insoluble, and is 
therefore moro prolonged iu its action. It 
is far safer tban chloral. It is difficult to 
form a habit with chloralamide, yet I 
know of ono instance in which tho patient 
developed the habit aftor taking it with- 
out my knowledge for a your. 
Tho habit 


was cured without great difficulty.—Pro- 
fessor E. W. Wilcox in Post Graduate. 


MARRIED MEN LIVE LONG. 


Interesting: Statistics Compiled by a Noted 


German Scientist. 


Persons who desire to live to a good old 


ago will do well to take a lesson from an 
interesting work on the subject which has 
bean issued by Dr. Schwartz of Eorlin. 
The doctor has gtoen much time to tho 
study of longevity, and the conclusions at 
which he has arrived are based on statis- 
tics which seem in all respects reliable. 


He begins with the bold statement that 


any one who desires to live for fourscore 
and ten years should get married. In oth- 
er words, he claims that conjugal life is a 
necessary condition of longevity. Here 
aro the statistics which support this state- 
ment: Of 200 persons who had reached the 
ago of 40 years the doctor found that 125 
were married and 75 unmarried. Of 70 
men who had reached tho age of 60 years 
ho found that 48 wore married and only 
22 unmarried. 


Ho next took 38 men, each of whom 


was in his seventieth year, and he found 
that S7 were married and 11 unmarried. 
Finally ho took 12 men, each aged 90 
years, and found that 9 wore married and 
3 unmarried, 
It may bo claimed that no 


sure conclusion can bo drawn from statis- 
tics of this nature, for tun reason that the 
institution of marriage is spread all over 
fhe world, and hence it is natural to find 
tho majority of persons married. 
Dr. 


Schwartz iu reply again brings forward 
some curious statistics. 
Those statistics 


show that the mortality among bachelors 
between the ages of 30 and 45 is as high us 
37 per ooiit, whereas among those who 
are married it doos not exceed 18 per cent. 
!'It is evident," says a French writer, 


who has closely studied Dr. Schwartz's 
statistics, "thiit wo must acknowledge the 
potency of those figures, and that, if wo 
desire to live to a good old ago wo should 
get married as soon as possible. We should 
oertainly do so if we wish to live a full 
century, for Dr. Schwartz cites the cases 
of 50 centenarians, not one of whom is a 
bachelor. A CLirious facfc, too, is that theso 
60 centenarians wero all widowers."— 
New York Herald. 


The Griptnan's FoeB. 


There has always boon ouo driver that 


the cable gripman has let have his own 
•way, and that is the driver of tho giant 
truck with the load of iron beams. The 
power in the engine that moves tho cable 
Is ample to brush away tho groat truck as 
it would a hand cart. But thoro would 
need to bo adoquato moans of applying it, 
and this tho cable car does not supply.

The Tale of a Voting Girl Burled In the 


Wooila of Maine and Her Body Covered 
With Gold and Gemo—How Jerry Harper 
Got One of Hie Diamonds. 


Everybody who has worked in the Maine 


logging camps has heard the story of 
Jacques Diipont and the great bag of glit- 
tering diamonds which he hid awny in his 
daughter's grave somewhere along the 
headwaters of the Aroostook river. Though 
fow people of the present generation take 
much stoek in the narratrvo, at least one 
diamond of the hoard has been found 
within 20 years. It was taken to a Boston 
jeweler, who offered $500 for the gem, but 
Jerry Harper, the man who found it, sus- 
pected: the stone was worth more and car- 
ried it until he had taken a few more 
glasses of liquor, and then loft it in a Tre- 
inont street barroom as security for drinks. 
When bo called later to recover his prop- 
erty, the bartender had gone and taken the 
diamond with him. 


According to all accounts—and they 


agree remarkably well—Jacques Dupon't 
was a gem merchant of Paris who won 
to Quebec about 1750 to sell diamonds an 
other precious stones to the Faench arm 
officers of the garrison. He sold a 
number of diamonds, taking his pay I 
gold and beaver skins, which wore just a 
good. Later his daughter Lucy earn 
across, bringing more gems and a beaut 
ful face, which latter set all the officer 
half wild with admiration. 


After the fall of Quebec Dupont took h. 


daughter and his diamonds and struc 
south through the wilderness, hoping t 
reach tho Acadian settlements at Gran 
Falls and dispose of tho balance of hi 
stock. Though the woods wore full o 
painted and warlike Indians at tho tun

The 
man paid no attention to logging roads or 
natural paths, but wont due northwest by 
compass for two days, making no stop ex- 
cept to eat and sleep. 
.Near the close of 


tho third day ho ordered Harper to stop 
and put up a lean to camp, as they had 
reached the end of tho journey. 


Long after supper tho strange man light- 


ed a dark lantern, and producing a long 
rope told Harper to follow him. They 
walked a mile or more and came to a high 
ledgy hill, which they ascended. 
On top 


of the hill wns a round knob of ledge about 
four rods in diameter. Though the ledge 
was of limestone the capstone was clay 
slate, indicating that it had been brought 
thither at a Inter date. The man cut a 
stout thorn beam stick and used it to pry 
up this stone, whilo Harper chinked it in 
place by smaller stones.

A Unoll in a meadow, a bit of forest, a 


etorju wall, a creek meandering through 
the llolrtfl and across a highway to empty 
Its waters Into a river two or three inllof 
nwny—all these uro points which may 
brlnK victory or defeat when 100,000 men 
gi-fipjilo in a (struggle.

Your Board of Directors present this, the 


twenty-first annual report of tlie company 
with much satisfaction that the past year has 
not entailed such a heavy repair account as 
tho previous year and that instead of having 
to report disaster by tornado, ive can point 
to (he fact that we close the yuar with the 
largest cash balance iii the history of tho 
company. 


In accordance with your instructions and 


in continual ion of the policy of purchasing 
the stock of the company, we have during 
the year taken all that was offered at $45 
and have added to the account eighty-five 
shares for which we have paid $3825. The 
company now owns 498 shares, which have 
cost ^,048.80, or S44.27J per share. The 
wisdom of this policy of purchasing stock, 
which was only established after an effort 
covering several years, is now apparent; you 
will be invited to consider a proposition 
from Lecdoni & Co. for the purchase of the 
carpet mill, and however you may decide the 
matter it is plain that it could not be con- 
sideicd at all had it not been for the fact 
that the company has accumulated a stock 
surplus. With regard to this oiier of pur- 
chase your Directors have to say that while 
they regret that it is for less than the cost 
of the property, they recommend that it be 
accepted ; they would say that Ihey unani- 
mously recommend it, but 
for the fact 


that Mr. Charles Leedom has declined to ex 
press any opinion upon the matter, to be 
present at any discussion of the question or 
to take any part in it whatever, and while 
the Board appreciate the fitness of this ac- 
tion upon the part of Mr. Leedorn they can 
but regret that they have not been able to 
have the benefit of his advice in this matter. 
It only remains to say here that the rest of 
your officers have given the subject most 
thorough and careful consideration covering 
a period of a couple of months. Your Board 
recommend that they be authorized to contin- 
ue the purchase of stock and if you approve of 
this recommendation and of the sale to Lee- 
dom & Co., they will present for your con- 
sideration a resolution relating to the reduc- 
tion of the capital of the company.
